Talk School Matters

In the case of the Municipalities, it was felt that by reduc- 
ing the number of individual offices, the administration costs 
could be reduced, and moreover the need for duplication of 
road making and maintaining equipment would be eliminated 
by the larger area. 

In both these cases we have the iAbcinibteative area be- 


changes added greaily to the burden borne by the 
individual administrators, and in particular in the case of the 
Municipality, made the job of councillor a most arduous one. 

In the proposed setup there will be no material change in 
area, other than the making of the school district and hospital 
district contiguous with that of the municipal district. From 
this we can gather that the load on the councillors will be 
increased proportionately as they assume added duties, with 
the result that their present onerous burden may well become 
unbearable. 

The offered solution to this part of the problem appears 
to be the staffing of each unit with experts, who would look 
after the details of management of road-building, school and 
hospital administration. With this, one must to a large extent 
agree. We have for a long time, elt that the hiring of a qualified 
road engineer would have been profitable to the Municipal 
district, in. that it would have lifted from the individual coun- 
cillors the responsibility of road supervision, and likely have 
resulted in more efficient work on the part of the contractors 
who have from time to time been hired by the Municipality. - 
The government now provides the services of such an expert 
in connection with the affairs of the School Division in the per- 
son of the Superintendent. However just what the connec- 
tion is between the hiring of qualified experts and the institu- 
tion of the county system is hard to see, The area served would 
be the same whether the officials were engaged under one ad- 
mfhistration or more, and the number of “experts” would re- 
main the same, as it is hardly to be expected that one expert 
would be called upon to look after municipal, school and hos- 
pital business. 


Let us not fall into the error of offal that it is of nae 
importance whether any particular officals dr council or board 
members remain in or are removed from their present of- 
fices, other than in regard to the amount of constructive effort 
and industry they put into their respective jobs. This is not the 
point under question. The point is whether or not we will’enjoy 
more and services in all quarters under the new setup, 
which, as has been indicated, is very unlikely to cost us less, 
and may even cost us more. 


Having for many years served in publid offices we realize 
that the public is not always right, but we still feel that they 
should be given the privilege of making their own mistakes, 
and deciding on their own fate to as large an extent as is pos- 
sible, and that full and free discussions of all proposals should 
not only be invited, but insisted upon by public servants, 
whether they be town, village, school, hospital or municipal. 

With this in view we would urge that before any steps are 
taken to definitely establish a county system in this area, ample 
opportunity be provided for all interested to not only take part 
in public discussion of the matter, but, should it appear that 
there is opposition, a plebiscite be taken. 


THANKSGIVING DAY

The steadily growing demand for a 
forty-hour wedk doesn't seem to be 
based on. any sounder argument than 
a very-debatable “me too!” 


No one can argue that a forty-four 
hour week is a tyranny, or that the 
present-day worker is exhausting him- 
self with such effort. Recently we saw 
no fewer than eight men sitting calm- 
ly on the side of an excavated trench. 
They sat there for better than an ‘hour, 
in the middle of the day, and at full 
wages. We are not blaming them, We 
Suspect that they/were waiting for 
some necessity of their job to be sup- 
plied, as must happen very frequently. 
We are merely suggesting that, while 
they may have been bored, they were 
certainly not being exhausteq by their 
effort. 


As a matter of fact we doubt very 
much—and the doubt is based on the 
evidence. of a good many workers— 
whether the majority of workers are 
very much interested in the 40-hour 
week. They would much rather be paid 
for an added four hours. Of course, if 
they are paid a 44-hour scale for a 40- 
hour week, human nature being what 
it is, they are likely to accept. It would 
seem that the 40-hour week was just a 
bright thought of certain labor leaders 
who needed something else to demar4, 
having already reached the limit of 
wage demands. The pathetic propa-, 
ganda of the worker shut out from the 
companionship of his family is a rather 
doubtful argument. Given a choice, we 
suspect that most men faced with a 
day-long devotion to the demands of a 
growing family, would be ready to 
settle for a half a day and more pay. 
But the leaders have realized that

Permits. will be granted for import 
of birds that have a _ certificate of 
health from, any Dominion Health of 
Animals inspector. However poultry 
C, must pass a serum neutral- 
ization or H.1. test and not be within 25 
miles of flocks known to have New- 
castle Disease. 

Pet birds such as Canaries, budjigars 
etc, not for resale are exempt from the 
regulations,

obtained at this office. 


New Bulletin 


A new bulletin entitled “Treatment 
of Farm Water Supplies” has just been 
received in this office. This bulletin is 
prepared under the auspices of the 


‘Prairie Rural Housing Committee. 


Information on how to treat water 
to remove impurities and bacterial con 
tamination are dealt with in the book- 
let. Also how to construct filters for 
dugouts and rain water. 

Bulletins are available to anyone 
desiring same. 


Wild Oat Control 

Wild oats is one of Alberta's most 
troublesome weeds and one of the 
most difficult to eradicate or control. 
Usually fall cultivation is recommend- 
ed as one of the best control measures. 
The cultivation, however, should not 
take place immediately after harvest, 
time should be allowed to give the 
seeds which have fallen to the ground 
a chance to dry out. This drying or 
“after ripening” as it is called, is nec- 
essary before seeds will germinate. If 
the seed is buried before this process 
takes place germination will be delay- 
ed possibly as much as a year or more 
and gooa control will be impossible. 
Fields shayld be cultivated usually just 
before freeze-up in the fall. With this 
treatment most of the seeds will either 
germinate in the fall and be. killed ‘by 
the frost or will germinate first thing 
in the spring and can be killed by pre- 
seeding cultivation.

The daily 
care of your woolens is or first import- 
ance because it eliminates too frequent 
pressing and cleaning, which in time 
weakens thé wool fabric., 


Daily brushing is a prime factor in 
keeping clothes in. condition.

to cut fibres. 

Use the right kind of hangers and be 
careful HOW you hang your garments | 
to prevent wool clethes from losing 
their shape and requiring frequent

Facts And Fallacies 
About Aluminum 
Utensils 

Aluminum has many characteristics 


that make it an ideal material for cook 
ing utensils, 


First, and perhaps most important, it 
is a superior conductor of heat. In the 
modern method of cooking foods on 
the surface units of a range, a mini- 
mum of water is used. Consequently 
valuable minerals and vitamins are not 
poured down the sink drain. There is 
less danger of food sticking when s0 
little water is used if the utengil mat- 
erial is a good conductor. Heat does 
not concentrate on the bottom of the 


; pot or pan but spreads quickly and 


evenly over the entire surface and the 
food cooks rapidly and uniformly with- 
out burning, There are ne hot spots 
and usually stirring is not required. 
That is the reason aluminum cooking 
utensils have become so popular with 
homemakers,

dom of the government's action on that 
occasion. We are naturally a-conserva- 
tive people ang dislike change. Bat 
change we must have if we are to pro- 
gress, and frequently the changes must 
be forced upon us. So long as the peo- 
ple retain the ultimate authority ‘o re- 
ject the change when the experiment 
has failed, we have little to worcy 
about. And if the county system proves 
a failure, we may either reject it a few 
years hence or even defeat the govern- 
ment that forced it upon us. 


I think that experimentation is very 
desirable and even essential, but 
only after all possible precautions have 
been taken to ensure that the results 
shall be conclusive. Therefore the pro- 
posed County Act should be carefully 
éxamined to remove all possible defects 
before it is put into effect. Otherwise a 
very desirable change may be discred- 
ited and abandoned before it has been 
given a fair trial. . 

I have récently had the privilege of 
reading a copy of an address given by 
Hon, C. EB, Gerhart, Minister of Mun- 
icipal Affairs, to school trustees, sup- 
erintendents, secretaries, teachers, etc., 
assembled at a Refresher Course in 
School Administration last June 7, This 
copy also contained an account of what 
transpired ‘in the question period fol- 
lowing the address. In his. address the 
Minister dwelt at some length on the 
present separation of the educational 
authority. and the tax collecting fune- 
tion. He produced no evidence that 
school boards ever had shown indif- 
ference to the tax payer, nor did ho 
suggest that they ever had. His argu- 
ment seemed a bit specious, but it was 
at least academically souna, 

In the question period certain inten- 
tions of the Department, not contained 
in the Act, became apparent. Without 
appearing to criticize municipal coun- 
cillors the Minister inferred that ihe 
business of constructing and maintain- 
ing roads had not been as efficiently 
supervised as was desirable. He sug- 
gested that in the county set-up the 
Council would be the policy-making 
body, and that the duties of putting the 
Council's wishes into effect would be 
done by experts. I think he referred to 
present municipal councillors as.“‘chore 
boys”. I do not like the term, but 
some extent it is correct. In my opinion 
if a county could be wise and f-rtunate 
in its selection of a county

manager 


would 
plan and supervise the construction 
and maintenance of roads, school build- 
ings, hospitals, etc., he would save his 
salary and expenses for the ratepayers 
many times over. In our present society 
there are too many officials trying to 
perform duties for which they are emin 


ently unfitted. If we want value for 
taxes paid, we must let experts super 
vise the expenditures after our electeé 
representatives have decided on the 
general policy. 


Too many people regard the oomaty 


system as a means of lowering taxes. 


The Minister attempted to dispel that 
idea when he asserted that the coun- 
ties would cost more, not less. Suraly 
no-one can retain the idea that costs of 
government can. go down while we 
continue to demand and receive in- 
creased services, Our belief in Santa 
Claus cannot be carried that far. But it 
is my opinion that any increased ex- 
pense will be borne by the Department, 
for the experimental period ‘at Icast. 
The Department is most anxious .to

ourselves. The vast majority of Atber- | (preferably an engineer) who 


make the county experiment succeed. 
And in the eyes of the people it will not 
succeed if taxes go up or services ‘go 
down, The roads and other rural ser- 
vices will be maintained; teachers’ sal 
aries will not go down as that would 
result in an increased number of sup- 
ervisors; hospital accommodation anj 
services will almost certainly improve. 
Modern progress means an increase in. 
public services, and necessitates in- 
creased expenditures of public money. 

The chief objection to the County Act 
should come from the towns and vil- 
lages. Their school and hospitals will 
be run by the County Council on which 
they will have ho representation. True, 
they probably will have representa- 
tives on the Education ang Hospital 
committees. These persons will have an 
equal voice in recommending budgets, 
in deciding committee policy, and in 
spending the money; but they will have 
ho voice in the making of by-laws or in 
the passing of budgets. This is a defect 
that must, and, I am sure, will be re- 
moved if the counties are to function 
satisfactorily,

\Inflationary Danger 


MONTREAL — “The forces of infla- 
tion are again in the ascendancy,” con- 
cludes the Bank of Montreal, after 
analyzing the government's new inter- 
im budget in its latest Business Review 
Whether these forces are aggravated 
or mitigated will depend as much on 
public attitudes as on any steps gov- 
ernment can reasonably be expected to 
take. 

For the majority of Canadians, the 
report begins, the budget was “an tn- 
expectedly painless operation.’ How- 
ever, the budget speech demanded con- 
sideration, for it discl the govern- 
ment’s plan to fit naarhanah defense 
expenditures ‘into an ecoriomy already 
in a condition of virtual full employ- 
ment, and doing so without aggravat- 
ing inflationary pressures. “Moreover, 
while the. proposals appear to offer the 
first instalment of the program at low 
initial cost, the taxpayer is, by impli- 
eation, warneg that the second instal- 
ment may well be in higher figures. 


“Pay As You Go” Principle 
Underlies Present Budget , 


“On a budgetary basis, therefore, the 
stage is set for ‘pay as you go’ for the 
present fiscal year. No estimate is 
made, however, of the probable sizes 
of any extra-budgetary items which 
may affect the gross debt.” A major 
factor here, the bank adds, may be 
changes in official holdings of gold and 
US, dollars, which increased by $128 
millions (US.) in the first four months 
of the fiscal year. This and any later 
additions must be financed in the same 
way as accretions to any other govern- 
ment-owned “stock-pile”. 

Speaking of the Minister of Finance's 
warning about inflationary dangers, 
the B of M stresses. that in recent 
months both wholesale prices and liv- 
ing costs in Canada have been steadily 
rising and are now at all-time peaks. 
Into this picture there now come in- 
creased military demands plus any ad- 
ditional net exports of Canadian war 
materials. : 

Nearly half the full year’s yield from 
the new imposts is expected to come

port says. Apart from the possibility 
that increaseq rates may deter new 
capital projects, it is “difficult to sea 
that this new levy will have any ppec- 
ific contra-inflationary effects.” In- 
deed if higher taxes result in increased 
prices, the. cOnmsequence may be _ the 
reserve, 


The bank is not convinced that the 
various consumption taxes will be 
“wholly ariti-inflationary”. To the da- 
gree that they fail to reduce consump- 
tign the most likely result will be an 
increase in cost to the consumer, But 
insofar as they reduce demand the gov- 
ernment foregoes revenue. However, if 
declining demand should bring cut- 
backs in output, some materials and 
productive facilities would be released 
for the defense’ program. But, the re- 
view points that it is difficult to see 
“how surplus capacity for making such 
things as candy, chewing gum, soft 
drinks or jewellery could quickly be 
turned to. defense account.” 


Commenting on the government's re- 
quest that public authorities and bus- 
inessmen confine themselves to con- 
struction and investment projects that 
are “within the limits of immediately 
essential undertakings,” the bank su s- 
gests that the individua! businessman 
will wonder what “criteria he should 
apply in deciding whether or not bis 
awn expansion project is ‘essential’”™ 

Present Budget Does Not Provide 

Lasting Solution To Situation 

“A review of the official policy as a 
whole impresses one with its essential- 
ly interim Nature. The new taxes do 
not ensure a balanced budget in the 
next fiscal year, while on the economic 
side the anti-inflationary impact of the 
program as a whole does not promise 
to be great.” 

But it would be unrealistic, the B of 
M states, to leave the whole problem 
in the government's lap. “The forces of 
inflation are again in the ascendancy.

Alberta’s honey production this year 
is estimated at 5,000,000 pounds. Com- 
pared with last year’s crop, which ws 
considered average, the 1950 pro‘duc- 
tion shows a drop of 17%. 

‘WwW. G. leMaistre, Alberta’s Provin- 
cial Apiarist, says that the chief reason 
for the drop in production is the ‘fewer 
humber of hives being operated. Only 
45,000 colonies went into producti‘n 
this summer as against 55,000 in 1949 
and nearly 80,000 during the peak yo.rs 
of world war II, 

The reappearance on the marke’ 0’ 
competitive foods ih abundance and the 
low price received for honey has dis- 
couraged many producers, says Mie 
Maistre. This is particularly tru. of 
the sideline beekeepers. Costs of pro- 
ducing honey have been rising while. 
the price has declined. - 

Somé wide variations in the |! oney 
yields from different districts ar» ap- 
parent. Mr. jeMaistre attributes this to 
the scattered nature of the summer 
rainfall. Hot weather produced a good 
flow of nectar from the various clover 
plants, but in areas where there was 
ofily limited rainfall the bioom was 
| short-lived and the honey flow endei 
abruptly. 

In all, the average yielq of honey per 
| hive is estimated at 112 pounds, which 
|is somewhat above normal for Alberta
